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h. The cred sosLovek Party of bhe Wyaaie wes founded in the summer of 1946 oy a 
Gsech emigre, Dr, Jan Pech&tek.” Its grueclave was to unite ell Czechs in 
Aeiany, particularly those of the middle class, into ene etrong anti-Communist 
organization. From the besinoaing, it had the approval and blessings of General 
Ley Prchaia, head of the Csech Netional Committee. wn London, and excellent 
relationg existed between him and Dr. Pech&dée's. hough General Prohala 
exerted no direct leadership over the Party end ite PYOgran, his counsel was 
sought on planning end usually followed it meiters of policy and organization. 
De. Peshacek wes alse ate to have been in touch with prominent Czech 
emigres in other coeuntrie ob . 


2. Or. Pechavek, @ former Progue lawyer whe nad spent six years in German concerre 
tration easps, wea living in Baveria until mt d~Jamary 1947. About 16 January, 
he disappeared under ayste vious cireuwnstances. It is said that at that time 
a Cuech army officer wes ina Munich trying to locate Dr. Pechadek. With the 
aid of several. men in Gernan police uniformg, ha had Dr. PeehScek arrested 
ant turned over to his custody, and is reported to have returned with him to 
Czechoslovakia. 


3, Up to the time of Dr. Pechatek!s disappearance, the organization of the party 
had berely pregressed beycad the planaing stages. A party newspaper, in 
igaties form, had been established, and application blanks to ba f4lled out 
oy prospective menbers had been distributed, No committees or boards had 
boen elected, however, bat preparations for thig action had been made. 
Although the formation of the party had advanced very slowly, it had received 
eonsidersble miblicity amon Czegh: enigres in Germany, who regarded it with 
mach enthusiast antl Intercst. Since PechStek's a abduction, however, the 
Party has for sll practical prrposes teased to axist, and the Caech emigres, 
ane had locked towards the party as a means of uniting their forces » ere now 
as disorganized as evar. 


4. Two of Dr. Peohddek's mee clit c care in near La the- Laesh Party 
of the Middie were: wm 
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the followine year he became Judge of the Jistrict Cours of Tabor 
in Bohemia. This peas he held unt i 1943, when the Cernens 
dismissed hin because his rubioaaliet views, and he wes onployed 
as an office clerk by bie Municipality of ‘labor. FEefore the war, 
Lipansky was a member of the National Socialist Party, and in 1910 
he was ¢lected to the National. Council or the district of Tabor. 
He is reported to have worked with the Pones underrround movement 
durins the war, Sinee ne oe pected Usechoslovakila to be Tiberated 
and occupied by the Avericans, he wrote severe] newspaper erticles 
areinst Conmmuniamy he wis arrested shortly after the arrival of 
the Sovict army in Prugue. Althourh he wes leter released, he was 
still persecuted by the Russians. Ia order to avoid beinre arrasted 
again, he Sled to Sermary on 2 Gectbobor 1946. Dr. lipaasky is 
reported to heave sood relations with beportent political officials 
in Czechoslovaicia on with prominent Czech eydares. He was a 
member of the Pree Masen Lodee Pravda Vitez{ in Prasue. He speaks 
excellant Ssrman ee l'ronch and has a fair knowledge of eénrlishs 
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
